Two Expeditions for the Black 
. ‘Hills. 


Ouster and the Cavalry—Chris. 
Oilson and his Invincibles. 


They Will Leave Bismarck About 
June 15th. 


Who has not heard of the Black 
Hills and the rich treasures of gold and 
other precious metals supposed to exist 
there? 
Year after year expeditions 
have been formed or talked of to explore 
this r^ion, but no reliable information 
has been obtained concerning it. The 
expeditions formed have been checked 
by Government interference or driven 
off by tho Indians. Only a month ago, 
the Bozeman Expedition returned dis­ 
organized and to some extent disheart­ 
ened, after a month’s continuous fighting 
with the Indians, reporting barrea re­ 
sults. 
As the Christian looks forward with 
hope and faith to that land of pure de­ 
light, so the miner looks forward to the 
Black Hills, a region of fabulous wealth, 
where the rills repose on beds of gold 
and the rocks are studded with the pre­ 
cious metal. Nuggets of pure gold as 
large as walnuts have been shown and 
evidence produced as undisputable as 
that on which the Christian founds his 
hope that they come from this promised 
land. 
And hence it has come to pass that 
with the return of every spring-time 
bold men make their arrangements to 
explore this region,and the Government 
officials are kept constantly on the alert 
to prevent it, but the time has now come 
when the entire army could liot, much 
longer, keep, the country from being over 
run by the invincible white man—by the 
hardy pioneer. 
To-day there is forming on the banks 
of the Missouri, an expedition consist­ 
ing of from seventy-fiv,e to one hundred 
of as brave boys as ever drew bead on a. 
red-skin, to be led by the redoubtable 
Chris. Gilson, and sworn to visit the 
Black Hills and report. They come in 
squads from Yankton, from Moorhead, 
from Jamestown—from the east, the far 
west, and from the south, and early in 
June they will meet where provision 
has been made for crossing the river, 
and with pack-mules loaded with flour, 
bacon, ammunition, etc., take up their 
line of march for the Eldorado of the 
north. 
Who is the brave ftader of this band 
of hardy pioneers ? we are asked, and 
reply, Chris. Gilson, who will live in his­ 
tory and song as one of the bravest men 
ef his time. Those spirits who cannot 
help admiring the valor of Daniel Boone, 
or the pluck and persistence of Kit Car­ 
son will delight to revere the name of 
Chris. Gilson. For twenty-eight years 
Chris'.has operated on the western 
plains, now a guide or interpreter, then 
occupying positions of higher trust. 
For years he has been an attache of 
the 7th Cavslry—a sort of nephew o.f 
the rogimsnt, but of late, Chris, has 
chosen to take his own course,AÍid in 
this esse he 
not 
only 
jnoposes 
to go independent of the 7th uavalry, 
but in spite of i t 
Gilson will be remembered as the man 
who in a single handed combat with 
a party of seven desperadoes, at Sairgent 
City, Kansas, in February, 1873, killed 
Sam Wright, Thomas McLeland, and 
Jack Stntzman, shooting also an arm 
off off another, when the remaining 
three abandoned the contest. The citi­ 
zens of Sargent for this act voted Chris 
their thanks and presented him with s 
$160 shot gun, and the railway managers 
gave him a pass for a year over their 
line of road. In November before, Chri$ 
bad killed a cosapanion ef these roughs 
nmned Claybum, as in this case in self 
defence. 
Those whe wish to go with him should 
apply to him at once at Bismarck. 


There is no fee, but parties joining will 
ne ed a mule,gun, rations, Ac. 
About the 15th of June, ten compa­ 
nies of the 7th Cavalry under the com­ 
mand of Gen. Custer, two sections of 
artilleiy under the command of Lt. 
Chance, ‘accompanied by Lt. Col. Fred 
Grant and Gen. Forsythe 
of Gen. 
Sheridan’s 
staff. Col. Ludlow, and 
several practical miners will leave Ft. A. 
Lincoln for the same region. Their 
mission is a peaceful one. They go to 
explore the country, a corps of obser­ 
vation and will not interfere with the 
Indians unless attacked by them. The 
expedition will not be attended by ex­ 
pense to the Government, as the men 
and horses will require fewer supplies 
on the march than in camp. 
The discoveries which will surely 
be made by this expedition will be of 
immense value to the people of this 
country. The land is known to be un­ 
excelled for agricultural purposes and 
there can be no doubt as to the truth of 
the rumors relating to its mineral 
wealth. The Bozeman Courier has the 
following relating to the country, which 
cannot fail to be of interest: 
Parties who have returned from the 
Expedition to Tongue River all accord 
in one opinion—that the various val­ 
leys traversed by the expedition repre­ 
sent the finest country they ever laid 
eyes upon. 
The grass is sufficiently 
developed even this early in the season 
to cut, and they are of the opinion that 
fruits of every kind could be cultivated 
successfully. Grape vines, plum trees, 
and a variety of small fruit trees were 
found in abundance. Ash and timber 
of a like character was noticeable. Min­ 
erals of every kind abound in the ledges 
skirting the valleys,* and from what 
prospecting was done, there is no doubt 
of the existence of gold in paying quan­ 
tities in many of the localities yisited. 
As an agricultural country it stands un­ 
rivalled. The warm season there is evi­ 
dently much longer than we have here, 
and the valleys are |susceptible to the 
cultivation of cereals of every descrip­ 
tion, Vegetables requiring longer sea­ 
sons of warmth than the present settled 
portions of Montana afford, would thrive 
in the Yellowstone valley and the va­ 
rious tributaries putting into it. As a 
stock growing country it possesses su- 
lerior advantages—mild, short winters, 
ittle snow and an abundance of grass. 
Within a few short years, should the 
Northern Pacific Railroád fail to open 
up to settlement that desirable. section 
the hardy pioneers of the West will 
make an opening for the more timid im­ 
migrant from the East. Even ignoring 
its known mineral wealth, it possesses 
other and sufficient attractions to make 
its acquisition to the uses of the hus­ 
bandman one of the necessities of the 
agei and western enterprise will not al­ 
low such magnificent natural resources 
to remain undeveloped. Should the 
proposed military posts be established 
in that country, its speedy settlement 
would follow. The danger from Indians 
would be so modified to make it safe for 
small parties to prospect and work the 
mines there, and settlements for agri­ 
cultural purposes would be made in the 
numerous rich valleys putting into the 
Yellowstone. 
It is to be regretted that the late ex­ 
pedition did not build stockades and 
hold the country. It would have been 
the nucleus of a general settlement of 
the country, and the red man, as in Ken­ 
tucky, Indiana and Ohio would have 
been compelled by moral force to have 
given way before the grand tidal wave 
of White immigration from the East and 
W est Thousands of persons in both 
sections have been anxiously waiting 
the results of the expedition. Had the 
latter gotten a good foothold, tenable 
even for a shor^, while, sufficient is 
known of the #opderful resources, of 
the country to haré niadé it the signal 
for a grand rush, putting to flight the 
present impediment to its peaceful oc­ 
cupation.

In Congress Col. King would be a 
tower of strength, and that too, wheth­ 
er elected by the Republicans, by the 
Grangers, or by the Democrats—but 
still stronger, should the people arise 
and with one accord support and elect 
him.

It will be of interest to know just 
what constitutes a car load of the 
various kinds of freight which are ship 
ped over railroads. A cotemporary who 
has been investigating the subject says 
that in general 20,000 pounds is a car 
load, or 70 barrels of salt, 70 of lime, 
90 of flower; 60 of whiskey, 200 sacks 
of flour, 6 cords of hard wood, 7 of 
soft, 18 to 20 head of cattle, 50 to 60 
head of hogs, 80 to 100 head of sheep, 
6,000 feet of solid boards, 17,000 feet of 
siding, 13,000 feet of flooring, 40,000 
shingles, i less green lumber, 1-10 less 
of joists, scantling, and all other largé 
lumber, 840 bushels of wheat, 360 of 
corn, 670 of oats, 400 of barley, 360 of 
flax seed, 360 of apples, 480 of Irish 
potatoes, 360 of sweet potatoes, 1,000 
bushels of bran. The foregoing table 
may not be exactly correct, for the rea­ 
son that railroads do not exactly agree 
in their rules and estimates, but it ap- 
prbximates so 'closely to the general 
average, that shippers will find it a great 
convenience as a matter of reference.
